New York, March 13—When 
the 


Fall River steamer, Providence, 
ar- 


rived at her dock today it was ascer- 
tained that her passengers had a real 
fright this mprning when fire was dis- 
covered in the lower 
freight debt. 


The curling'smoke had hardly made 
its way through the 
lower hatch, 


when a boat patrol turned 
in the 


alarm. 
Every member of the crew 


was at his station in an instant. 


Xiife rafts and boats were loosened 


and made ready wlile a force of men 
attacked the fire. Three 
hundred 


passengers on board were ordered to 
dress an'd come on 
deck quietly, 


which they did. Some were at first 
badly frightened. By this time the 
Providence was passing Sands Point 
and the captain of the steamer sig- 
naled the Richard Peck, which was 
passing. The steamer was laid along- 
side the Providence. By order of the 
captain, the passeners we're quickly 
transferred from the Providence 
to 


the Peck, with their hand baggage. 
The transfer was made in perfect or- 
der. As soon as the transfer 
was 


made, the 
crew of the 
Providence 


went :it the fire, and it was soon out. 
The Providence then proceeded un- 
der her own steam to the dock. The 
crew of the Providence acted splen- 
didly and at no time were the pass- 
engers in danger.

that .now consists of 28 members. 


fThe Espy bill, in slightly different 


form, -was defeated by -the senate sev- 
eral weeks ago, "but it >was opposed 
by the senators from. Columbus, To- 
ledo and Dayto-n. This time Senator 
Espy amended bis bill so that' it will 
not apply to these cities and he had' 
plain sailing. _,Biit the .bill ^provides 
•that- if- at-any tjn|&4.here is any change. 
in the 'present number of members 
of the boar'd in. these cities, that the 
Espy law shall prevail, The bill goes 
dnto effect in June of next year, and 
members of the hoard in city sub- 
districts are abolished. 


Senator West and other opponents 


of the measure pointed out the uncon- 
stitutional features of the bill as now 
drawn, but it wefot through by the 
vote of 23 to 11. 


Senator Schmidt had a hard time 


with his hill empowering boards of 
education to set aside annually 7 
cents, on each enrolled pupil for the 
creation of a service fund, the amount 
raised from the fund to be divided 
among the members every year 
in 


payment 
for 
services. 
The 
bill 


brought out strong opposition, but it 
was amended so as to 'limit the assess- 
ment to 5 cents for each school youth, 
and the payment to actual expenses of 
the members of the iboard in the per- 
ifornten.ee of their official duties. 


Ttie .wihole subject of 'payment to 


school boards of compensation was 
threshed out, and Senator West made 
a strong speech against the bill, pre- 
dicting that it would not be five years 
until every school hoard in the state 
would be on the salary list, at the 
expense of the people. 
This allow- 


ance of expenses was the entering" 
•wedge for payment for services 
al- 


ways heretofore rendered Tatis. He 
inveighed against the entire proposi- 
tion. The bill as read only applied to 
the city school districts, but, the pie 
going around, the country senators 
got busy and secured an amendment 
giving members of school boards all 
over the state their actual- expenses. 


The Ward bill, regulating the regis- 


tration and identification of automo- 
biles had a hard ?lme, but finally 
passed the senate, only to find that it 
had been bungled in efforts to amend 
it. and the bonlling was returned io 
the Cleveland senator, by an arran^e- 
ment that he woold have the rough 
edges ironed out in the meantime and 
present it io the senate again today.
